cold which developed into asthm a. 
His heart, which had been un­ 
able to stand the strain, g ave way 
during the nig ht, and he sank rapid­ 
ly after daylig ht today. 
Althoug h they realized the ser­ 
iousness 
of 
Senator 
LaFollette’s 
condition, m embers 
of his family 
had hoped 
until today 
th at 
he 
would recover. 
L ast 
nig ht 
his 
physicians said he was resting but 
nevertheless he took a quick and 
decided turn for the worse in the 
nig ht hours and hope was aban­ 
doned. 
Senator 
LaFollette 
long was 
a 
victim of ang ina pectoris, a heart 
ailment, and 
this, with 
his asth ­ 
matic attack, caused him to suffer 
g reatly from 
shortness of breath. 
Violent coug hing spells accompanied 
his illness. 
Almost to the last, however, he 
insisted on cheerful reports being 
g iven out as to his Illness, and it 
was not until yesterday that it was 
admitted 
that 
his 
condition 
was 
serious. 
After all the storms of his long 
career, he passed away very quiet­ 
ly, surrounded by members of his 
family. 
He was conscious almost 
until death, but for several hours 
had 
been able to speak only in 
W'hispers to those about him. 
Shortly before the end he mus­ 
tered all his waning streng th in a 
vain effort to m urm ur a last word 
to those at the bedside. 
Then he 
lapsed 
into 
unconsciousness 
and, 
without any evidence of pain, pass­ 
ed almost im m ediately from life.

In this he succeeded, as by 
19 03 the Goja had sailed around the 
northern end of the North American 
continent from E ast to West, reach­ 
ing King William Land, where she 
remained frozen in for tw’o years.

Several 
weeks ago, he contracted a sA;ere 
cold which developed into astJtma. 
His heart, which had b een un­ 
ab le to stand the strain, gave way 
during the night, and he sank rapid­ 
ly after daylight today. 
Although they realized 
the ser­ 
iousness 
of

LaFollette’s 
condition, memb ers 
of his

hoped until today 
that

Thrice Senator La Follette was 
placed in nomination for the presi­ 
dency in repub lican conventions—in 
19 08, in 19 12 when he charged Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt with promising to 
support him and then b ecoming the 
progressive candidate himself, and 
again in 19 16. 
In each convention 
La Follette had the support of a 
small put intrepid b loc of delegates, 
as he did in the 19 20 and 19 24 re­ 
pub lican conventions when he re­ 
ceived a handful of votes, although 
not formally placed in nomination. 
Born on a farm near Madison, 
June 14, 1855, La Follette was a

In face o f the facts as bro ught o ut in 
the trial o f Heber Natio ns by the United 
States district co urt fo r the eastern district 
o f Misso uri fo r co nspiracy to defeat the 
pro visio ns o f the Vo lstead act any extenu­ 
atio n o f his crime o r any pro testatio ns o f 
his inno cence are no t fo unded o n reaso n, 
co mmo n sense, no r right co nceptio ns. On 
the co ntrary, such expressio ns are a re­ 
flectio n o n the integrity o f the co urts o f 
the co untry and amo unt to subversio n o f 
o ne o f the cardinal guarantees o f the Bill 
o f Rights— trial o f o ne charged with a 
crime by a jury o f his peers, in that they 
tend to create distrust in this time-ho no r­ 
ed and just metho d o f dealing with law 
breakers and miscreants. 
Heber Natio ns had a fair trial. 
The 
talesmen all qualified under the law and 
the defendant was acco rded all the rights 
o f challenge he was entitled to . 
All o f 
the evidence as to meetings, telepho ne 
calls and o ther co mmunicatio ns that pass­ 
ed between Natio ns and Prather, his co ­ 
criminal, were checked up bit by bit and 
fo und abso lutely to tally. 
Other instances 
co nnected with the co nspiracy to vio late 
the Vo lstead law and which were testifi­ 
ed to befo re the jury were all pro ved be­ 
yo nd peradventure. If the jury had failed 
to co nvict Natio ns there might have been 
gro und 
fo r 
charges 
o f 
a “frame up" 
. against tho se who were champio ning his 
unrighteo us cause. .But with the facts and 
the evidence co rro bo rating and do vetail­ 
ing as in Natio ns' case there are abso lute­ 
ly no gro unds fo r bringing such charges. 
Furthermo re, it is hard to co nceive ho w 
Natio ns’ defenders can co nsistently charge 
that there was no truth in the evidence 
bro ught by the atto rneys fo r the go vern­ 
ment, the very agencies which they them­ 
selves depend upo n to enfo rce the Vo l­ 
stead law and pro secute tho se who disre­ 
gard and vio late i t 
It wo uld be silly to 
suppo se that the go vernment's lawyers 
had no t investigated all the evidence be­ 
fo re the charges 
against 
Natio ns were 
bro ught. 
The deplo rable facts are that Natio ns, 
alo ng with o thers in po sitio ns o f trust, no t 
o nly in pro hibitio n law enfo rcement but 
in o ther statio ns, have been tempted by 
the easy mo ney ro ute and o verreached. 
The law unfo rtunately do es no t reach all 
who are tainted with cupidity. 
It is vio ­ 
lated mo rally as well as criminal^. 
The 
co urts usually apprehend tho se o f the Na­ 
tio ns stripe. 
The public brands tho se who 
keep within the law, tho ugh mo rally they 
are as culpable as any wh6 are o bsessed 
by it.

Object of Trip To Make 
Survey of Unknown

expedition of Lieutenant Comman­ 
der Donald

MacMillan, 
sailed 
from the navy yard at Charlestown 
shortly after noon Wednesday in the 
steamer Peary, b ound for Wiscasset, 
Maine. 
From Wiscasset the I*eary 
and the schooner Bowdoin will sail 
on MacMillan’.s ninth voyage into 
the north. 
The b ig guns on the navy craft 
thundered 
farewell 
as 
the little 
steamer slipped away on the first 
leg of the trip b eyond the Arctic 
cicle. 
A navy b and on the pier

The 
crowd which had crammed its way 
into the navy yard cheered. 
The 
harb or echoed with the shrieks of 
marine whistles as craft at anchor 
join ed in the parting trib ute. 
Overhead, as the Peary passed on 
its way out to sea, a dozen hydro­ 
airplanes circled. 
Mac Millan, in outlining the ob ­ 
jects of b is expedition, just b efore 
the Peary sailed, asserted that if 
Amundsen, 
b elieved 
lost on his 
flight to the North Pole, had not 
b een found when the American ex­ 
pedition reached Ktah, Greenland, 
he would 
undertake

rescue. 
Amundsen, he said, will run out of 
food tomorrow. 
Governor Fuller, assistant secre­

MacMillan, ab andoning at the last

ial and religious b igotry, over-con­ 
fidence rising from our w'ealth and 
strength, and the passion for uni­ 
formity” W’hich threatens local self 
government. 
Although 
recognizing the 
exist­ 
ence of these forces of disintegra­ 
tion, Mr. Hughes said the standards 
of integrity in b asiness and politi­ 
cal life are higher than ever, the 
press is fair, the people as b ravo 
as their Bunker Hill ancestors and 
interest in important social prob ­ 
lems is constantly increasing. 
“When w’e examine the records 
of the past, the long story of re­ 
volt against tyranny, the disorder, 
the privations, the helplessness of 
the multitudes, and the mistakes of 
leaders, w'e may well rejoice at our 
own inheritance,” he said. 
“The 
men of Bunker Hill made possib le 
this heritage. 
Let us preserve it.
